Two passages of Scripture might 
well form the watchwords of every 
true revival, watchwords that 
should never for a moment be for- 
gotten. The first is a portion of 
Zechariah 4:6, “Not by might, nor 
by power, but by my spirit, saith 
the Lord of hosts”; the second is, 
“Tt is the spirit that quickeneth; 
the flesh profiteth nothing” (John 
6:63). In the conduct of any real 
revival, the Holy Ghost must oc- 
cupy the place of supreme and 
absolute control. Revival is new 
life, and only the Holy Ghost can 
impart life. 


I. The Holy Spirit’s Part 
in a Revival 
Let us look definitely at the 
Holy Spirit’s part in a revival, or, 
in other words, at what the Holy 
Spirit must do if there is to be a 
true revival. 


1. In the first place, the. Holy 
Spirit must inspire us to and guide 
us in prayer. In regard to the great 
revival that is to come some day 
to Israel, God says, “I will pour 
upon the house of David, and up- 
on the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
the spirit of grace and of supplica- 
tions.” So also, if there is to be 
a true revival in any church: or 
community or nation, God must 
pour out upon them the spirit of 
grace and of supplication. The 
work must begin with Him. We 
are living in a day when there are 
many indications that God is do- 
ing His part to do this very thing 
for us. Prayer is the vital breath 
of a true revival. Prayerless re- 
vivals are a sham. But we know 
not how to pray as we ought, and 
if there is to be acceptable and ef- 
fective prayer, the Holy Spirit 
must help our infirmity and teach 
us how to pray (Rom. 8:26, 27).

We need to cry to God that He 
will not only pour out upon us a 
spirit of grace and of supplication, 
but that He will also by His Holy 
Spirit teach us how to pray. Doubt- 
less He is already doing this in 
a measure, but we need a larger 
measure. 

2. The Holy Spirit must have 
the superimtendency and direction 
of all the revival activities. It was 
so in the apostolic church, which 
was a revival church. The Holy 
Spirit chose the officers (Acts 
20:28), He directed where His 
chosen servants were to preach 
and work (Acts 13:1-2), He often- 
times directed in a most minute 
way, and in ways that those direct- 
ed did not altogether understand 
(Acts 16:6-8). All the plans for the

The Third Epistle of John tells 
the story of a great helper and 
also of a great hinderer. In verses 
1 through 8 we read of Gaius and 
of his wonderful help to the 
Apostle John and to the getting 
out of the Gospel. John praises 
Gaius because he was a helper to 
those evangelists and missionaries 
who visited the area where he was 
located. When a visiting preacher 
would come it was likely Gaius 
who would invite him home for 
dinner and perhaps had a prophet’s 
chamber in which to make the 
preacher feel at home. John calls 
Gaius a “fellow-helper to the 
truth.” 


In verses 9 through 11 of Third 
John we read of another kind of 
man. His name is Diotrephes. He 
was one “who loveth to have the 
preeminence among them, receiv- 
eth us not.” He not only was 
not friendly to visiting preachers 
such as John but he was malicious 
in speaking against those who 
were friendly to visitors. Whereas 
Gaius was a helper, Diotrephes 
was a hinderer. He stood in the 
way of those who tried to get 
out the Gospel, 
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Which Are You? 

Don’t you like those who do 
all they can to make it easy to 
get out the Gospel? Any pastor 
loves to have those in the church 
who do all they can to make it 
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I believed the Word. I rested on 
it and practiced it. I “took God at 
His Word.” A stranger, a foreigner 
in England, I knew seven lan- 
guages and might have used them 
perhaps as a means of remunera- 
tive employment, but I had conse- 
crated myself to labour for the 
Lord. I put my reliance in the 
God who has promised, and He has 
acted according to His Word. I’ve 
lacked nothing—nothing. I have 
had my trials, my difficulties, and 
my empty purse, but my receipts 
have aggregated tens of thousands 
of dollars, while the work has gone 
on these fifty-one years. Then with 
regard to my pastoral work for 
the past fifty-one years, I have 
had great difficulties, great trials 
and perplexities. There will be al- 
ways difficulties, always trials. 
But God has sustained me under 
them and delivered me out of 
them, .and the work has gone on. 

Now, this is not, as some have 
said, because I am a man of great 
mental power or endowed with 
energy and perseverance—these 
are not the reasons, It is because 
I have confided in God; because 
I have sought God and He has

Turn with me today to the 
Scriptures and hear a message on 
the positive and the negative in 
the Bible. We hear so much about 
not preaching negative preaching. 
Many people do not like plain 
preaching against sin. Even some 
good fundamental people say you 
do not need to preach against sin; 
just preach on the Son and you 
will settle the sin question. But 
that is not the Bible way. 

Turn with me to Proverbs 8:13, 
“The fear of the Lord is to hate 
evil.” Now that is half of that 
verse. The rest of the verse says, 
. . pride, and arrogancy, and 
the eyil way, and the froward 
mouth, do I hate.’”’ Here the Bible 
plainly says that God hates sin and 
that the fear of the Lord is to hate 
evil. 

“The fear of the Lord” is a good 
term. It means a loving trust. It 
involves a thorough surrender to 
the will of God. But the Bible 
says that the fear of the Lord is 
to hate evil. You cannot love God 
without hating the Devil; you can- 
not be on the right side without 
being against the wrong side. So 
we have in the Bible always a 
clear positive and negative.

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Those who want to raise fruit on 
the apple tree will have to spray 
to kill the bugs. If you want good 
health you doctor against disease. 
In the realm of physics, if you 
have the positive pole in magnetic 
electricity. you have the negative 
pole, too. A magnet has the posi- 
tive and the negative. Electricity 
has that same principle and makes 
an alternating current. 


So in the Bible there is good and 
bad. There is God and the Devil. 
There is sin and righteousness, 
There is eternal salvation and 
eternal damnation. Here is a Bible 
principle, then: the fear of the 
Lord is to hate evil. 


You hear people say, 
want any negative 
Then you do 
preaching. You 
preached that 


“We don’t 
preaching.” 
not want’ Bible 
remember Jonah 
in forty days 
Nineveh would be _ destroyed. 
You remember how clear was 
the preaching of Elijah against 
sin, and the preaching of the 
Apostle Paul, and the preach- 
ing of Peter. So everywhere in the 
Bible. The preaching of Jesus 
Himself was against sin. We have 
this clear Bible principle, then, 
that one who is for God will be 
against sin and will say so. One 
who is for the right will be against 
the wrong and say so. One who is 
trying to get people to be saved 
will warn them of the judgment of 
God on those who do not get sav- 
ed. 


In the Bible God starts out with 
the law. “Thou shalt not’’—the 
Ten Commandments. Then He 
says, “Thou shalt.” I would like 
to show you several ways in which 
throughout the Bible we have both 
the positive and the negative, the 
love of God over against the 
love of sin. 


Choose Between Good 
and Evil 
First of all, there is in the Bible 


= a constant holding up of the prin- 
"i\ciple that men have the right to 


choose as between good and evil. 
In Deuteronomy, chapter 30, Moses 


[4|stood before the people of Israel 
fijand said, 
/4\ life and death .. 
Elite.” 


“I have set before you 
. therefore choose 
In Joshua 24:15, Joshua 
choose you this day 


said, 


. whom ye will serve; whether the 
'4\gods which your fathers served 


that were on the other side of the 
flood, or the gods of the Amorites, 
in whose land ye dwell: but as for 
me and my home, we will serve 
the Lord.” 


God called for the same choice 
through Elijah on Mt. Carmel. 
There Elijah said, “How long halt 
ye between two opinions? if the 
Lord be God, follow him: but if 
Baal, then follow him” (I Kings 
18:21). And Elijah brought it to 
a showdown and said, ‘I will offer 
up a bullock for the Lord. You 
first offer a bullock for your god 
Baal and call on the name of your 
god, and the god that answers by 
fire, let him be god.’ The people 
were to choose between them. 

In the New Testament, in Mat- 
thew 6:24, Jesus said, “No man 
can serve two masters: for either 
he will hate the one, and love the 
other; or else he will hold to the 
one, and despise the other. Ye can- 
not serve God and mammon.” 

That same choice is held up 
very positively, boldly, in Psalm 1.

The Lord has led me, I trust, in 
accepting three area-wide or city- 
wide revival campaigns next year 
already, and another is pending, if 
I can fit the dates to the needs 
of the brethren who can secure 
the high school gymnasium-audi- 
torium at a certain time. I am 
sure many communities would like

There are many advantages of 
such a city-wide or area-wide 
meeting. They are usually held 
in some large neutral auditorium 
or tent, and provide great oppor- 
tunities to win people who would 
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ppél “to every creature,” 


never attend any church if not 
reached elsewhere. When the Lord 
commanded us_to preach the Gos- 
He meant 
we are accountable for -winning 
those who do not attend churches 
and Sunday Schools. That makes 
city-wide campaigns necessary 
whenever possible. 


However, there are many prob- 
lems. A local church, when it 
starts.a revival campaign, already 
has a chairman, a buitding, a jani- 
tor, a choir, a treasurer, and 
ushers. All these have to be 
planned for very carefully with 
the agreement of many churches 
and preachers, in a city-wide or 
area-wide campaign. 

I am continually impressed and 
hurt that I cannot accept nearly 
all the invitations that come to 
me. So I have decided to accept 
invitations farther in advance, so 
I can give plenty of time to cjty- 
wide campaigns and area-wide 
campaigns, making them long 
enough to bring the results that 
they ought to bring. At Phoenix, 
the sixteen days were not nearly 
enough, although we had a won- 
derful and blessed revival. Other 
engagements already promised 
limited the time I could spend in 
the big tent to the sixteen days. 


To help in this matter of set- 
ting up area-wide and city-wide 
campaigns, I have asked Dr. L, C. 
Stuart, pastor of Calvary Baptist 
Church, Phoenix, Arizona, to go 
as my representative wherever a 
group of pastors wish to help en- 
list churches in a big revival ef- 
fort, to help set up the organiza- 
tion and committees, plan for the 
choir, the tent auditorium, budget 
and advertising plans, etc. Wher- 
ever a few pastors want such a 
campaign and want others enlisted, 
I would like to send Brother 
Stuart. as my representative, and 
at my own expense, to work with 
the pastors and fundamental 
Christian leaders in an area in 
planning for a blessed revival. 


It takes a great deal of work 
and prayer, a lot of explaining and 
enlisting and planning, but the re- 
sults can be tremendous, as we 
have seen through the years. 

Not only am I interested in hav- 
ing Brother Stuart help set up 
such campaigns as I may hold, 
but in some cases a community 
might want my brother, Dr. Bill 
Rice, or our contributing editor 
and great preacher friend, Evange- 
list Bob Sumner, for a meeting. 
And I would gladly co-operate in

helping set up worthy campaigns 
for these noble, greatly used 
preachers. 


I would be glad to hear from 
pastors and other Christian work- 
ers who may have a deep burden 
for city-wide, area-wide revival in 
your community.

The SWORD Emphasizes 
Bible Preaching 


It is-a matter for amazement 
that most Christian magazines 
have so little real Bible preaching. 
Some magazines have a little “Bi- 
ble teaching,” but no great herald- 
ing of the Gospel, no mighty con- 
demnation of sin, no eloquent 
pleading. ; 

Spurgeon, the mighty English 
preacher, influenced the whole 
English-speaking world with his 
sérmons which were published 
each week in daily newspapers in 

ngland, America, Australia and 
South Africa. 


T. Dewitt Talmage from Brook- 
lyn Tabérnacle was a great preach- 
er and his sermons likewisé went 
out in millions of copies altogeth- 
er, published in daily newspapers. 

. L. Moody was great for 
Christian literature. He founded 
thé Moody Colportage Association, 
now thé Moddy Press, in connec- 
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Last June, down in Statesville, 

North Carolina, a keen and fierce 
battle at the polls took place to 
decide whether [Iredell County 
would go wet, permitting an ABC 
Store in the county, or remain 
dry. 
Opponents of the proposition put 
out a fine little leaflet, entitled, 
“Facts About Proposed ABC Store 
in Iredell County.” 


One of the major arguments of 
the wets is that legalizing liquor 
gets rid of bootleggers. As this 
brochure pointed out: “ABC Stores 
DO NOT GET RID OF THE 
BOOTLEGGER. According to the 
Internal Revenue Service, Wash- 
ington, D. C., in 1956 there were 
3,350 stills seized in North Caro- 
lina, 1,939 were in wet Counties 
(70 per county), while 1,411 were 
in dry countiés (22 per county). 
This has been approximately the 
same ratio each year since ABC 
stores were established in 1937. In 
1956 there weré more stills seized 
in South Carolina, which does not 
have a foot of dry territory, than 
tin the prohibition states of Okla- 
homa and Mississippi combined.” 


Another false claim of the wets 
is that legalizing liquor reduces 
taxes. But as this brochure re- 
plied: “ABC Stores WILL NOT 
REDUCE TAXES. Charles E. Ader 
made a ten-year study of tax rates 
in. North Carolina’s 100 counties. 
(1942-1952). The average tax rate 
increase in the 34 counties where 
ABC Stores were in operation was 
.12, while the average rate increase 
in the 66 dry counties was only 
08.” Which means that taxes in 
the wet counties increased half as 
much again as in the dry cownties. 


The back of the .brochure..had 
some pertinént~ questions about 
right and wrong which I think will 
be profitable to reproduce here 
so others can quote them: 


“IS IT RIGHT for Iredell Coun- 
ty to sell that which will make 
people drunk, and then punish 
them for getting drunk? 

“IS IT RIGHT for Iredell Coun- 
ty to sell that which will make 
people into paupers, criminals, and 
mental cases, and tax sober people 
to support the prisons, asylums, 
and the families of these people?

~ New Baptist Mission

A new “unashamedly funda- 
mentalist’ mission society was 
launched by leaders of the Con- 
servative Baptist Fellowship on 
September 15 in Chicago. Presid- 
ing over this historic meeting was 
the president of the Conservative 
Baptist Fellowship, Dr. Earle Mat- 
teson of Palo Verde Baptist 
Church of Tucson, Arizona. 

A news release coming out of 
this meeting gives the following 
information about the new mis- 
sion society. 

“A provisional missionary com- 
mission was appointed to immedi- 
ately receive funds, investigate 
fields, and interview candidates, 
with Dr. Bryce B. Augsburger of 


the Marquette Manor Baptist 
Church of Chicago as chairman. 
“An additional committee to 


draw up a constitution for the 
permanent organization of the new 
mission society is led by Dr. Er- 
nest Pickering, Dean of the Cen- 
tral Baptist Seminary of Minne- 
apolis, Minnesota. 

“The organization was precipi- 
tated by a request from the State 
Council of the Conservative Bap- 
tist Association of Colorado which 
was presented by a delegation of 
denominational leaders led by Pas- 
tor Edward J. Nelson of Denver’s 
South Sheridan Baptist Church 
and Pastor Wayne Van Gelderen 
of the Durango First Baptist 
Church. 

“In addition, an accumulation of 
requests from pastoral leaders 
and independent missionaries 
forced the Conservative Baptist 
Fellowship board to act. The CBF 
is the parent organization of the 
other Conservative Baptist mission 
societies. All of the leaders of the 
new society are identified with 
churches of the Conservative Bap- 
tist Association. 

“The Conservative Baptist 
movement is composed of inde- 
pendent societies with no organic 
relationship to each other, due to 
the movement’s aversion to a 
centralized ecclesiastical control 
and the emphasis on local church 
autonomy. The emergence of an- 
other mission society is designed 
to expand the missionary interest 
of churches of the CBA. 

“With a deep conviction that 
administrative expenses should be 
kept to a minimum, leaders held 
that the direction of both home 
and foreign activities would be 
combined under a single board. 
To avoid needless competition, 
consideration will be given to en- 
tering new fields of opportunity 
yet untouched by existing societies 
wherever possible. 

“The Conservative Baptist 
movement had its beginnings in 
the Fundamentalist Fellowship in 
1920 and has always crusaded for 
a doctrinally pure _ missionary 
testimony. The movement, which 
now has two mission societies, 
four colleges, and four graduate 
seminaries has grown so rapidly 
that many believe that the hour 
has come for another missionary 
thrust characterized by new prin- 
ciples and policies and adaptable 
to the current, critical internation- 
al situation, according to Dr. Mon- 
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roe Parker, President of the move- 
ment’s largest college—Pillsbury. 

“Ideologically, the society will 
be geared to the imminent coming 
of owr Lord Jesus Christ, with a 
de-emphasis upon institutionafisrr, 
and a primary concern for evan- 
gelistic activity leading to the 
establishment of Baptist churches 
of kindred faith on the fields. One 
experienced leader, Mrs. Harriet 
Bratrud of Minneapolis, sxfd that 
the new society will not only be 
fundamental in doctrine but one in 
which the leadership will be un- 
ashamedly fundamentalist in mis- 
sionary appointments, board elec- 
tions, and administrative person- 
nel.” 


Why a New Mission Society? 


To understand the formation of 


the new mission society within 
the ranks of Conservative Baptist 
churches one must understand 


that two conflicting ideologies or 
lines of thought have existed with- 
in the Conservative Baptist move- 
ment for years. On the one hand 
has been a hard core group of 
strong separatist pastors like Dr. 
Richard V. Clearwaters, Dr. G. 
Archer Weniger, Dr. Earle Mat- 
teson, Dr. Monroe Parker, and a 
host of other aggressive funda- 
mentalists. Aligned with this group 
have been three Conservative Bap- 
tist seminaries: Central, at Min- 
neapolis, San Francisco, and West- 
ern at Portland. (The leadership 
at Western has expressed disap- 
proval of the new mission society, 
however.) The leadership of the 
four Conservative Baptist colleges 
have also been generally aligned 
with this hard core group. 

On the other hand there have 
been a group of pastors a great 
deal less strongly committed to 
a separatist position theologically. 
Included in this group are a large 
number of younger men—second 
generation fundamentalists—who 
did not come through. the fight in 
the old Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion and do not see the seriousness 
of many of the issues involved 
today. Aligned with this group 
has been the very openly New 
Evangelical Denver Conservative 
Baptist Seminary. The leadership 
in the two original Conservative 
Baptist Mission Societies have 
generally taken their position 
among this latter group. 

One bone of contention between 
the two groups ever since 1953 
has been the lack of a premillen- 
nial clause in the statements of 
faith of both the Conservative 
Baptist Home Mission Society and 
the Conservative Foreign Mission 
Society. Although the leaders of 
the Mission Societies have them- 
selves been premillennial yet they 
have allegedly warded off any at- 
tempts to insert this premillennial 
clause since some of their financial 
support comes from American 
Baptist Convention churches and 
others which are not necessarily 
premillennial. 

A large number of CBA church- 
es in Colorado have become dis-

Just a Simple 


I know Thanksgiving Day is all 
over but I am still on the subject 
of gratitude. All week long Shake- 
speare’s potent lines have been run- 
ning through my mind: “Blow, 
thou winter wind! Thou’rt not so 
unkind as man’s ingratitude.” 


This past Halloween we had 
about 80 boys and girls come to 
our door “Trick or Treat-ing.” 
There were little tiny goblins and 
witches whose mothers could 
dimly be seen hovering in the 
background. And there were big 
high school boys and girls who 
came without any extra costumes 
—only the big bags into which 
they were gathering goodies. 
Many of them were neighbor chil- 
dren—some were strangers. We 
gave out bubble gum and candy 
until there was no more and then 
started giving whatever treats we 
could find in the house. One thing 
startled me as I thought about it 
afterwards—in fact, I might even 
say it scared me. Out of the 80 
or so children who came to our 
door there were only about six 
who thought to say “thank you” 
without any prompting! Some- 
times when a child walked away 
without a word I would say as 
gently as I knew how, “Don’t I 
get a thank you?” Our three-year- 
old Jimmy was not quite so tact- 
ful. When he handed out the candy 
he said very bluntly, “Say ‘thank 
you!” 

Even taking into consideration 
the excitement of that particular 
occasion and the natural thought- 
lessness of children, can it be that 
We are raising a generation of 
thankless, ungrateful children be- 
cause we ourselves are thankless 
and ungrateful? 

How pleasant it makes the day 
when someone remembers to say 
“thank you” for some favor—no 
matter how small. When I was in 
college I once got a postcard in 
the mail from a friend with the 
simple message, “Thank you for 
the smile of encouragement you 
gave me when we passed in the 
hall yesterday. It was just what I 
needed to change my day into a 
happy one.” I was so impressed I 
put the card up on my dresser as 
a reminder to smile a little more 
often. 

I have a brother-in-law who says 
to his very small children after 
each meal, “Now be sure to thank 
Mommy for the good breakfast 
(dinner, lunch, etc.)” I like to 
have my -children around his chil- 
dren because I notice they are 
quick to pick up the same habit! 
A “thank you” for a simple meal 
or routine task can make all the 
difference in the world as to how 
much a mother enjoys her work. 

Sometimes I think we neglect 
to be grateful just because we-are 
preoccupied. We get so used to 
receiving certain benefits and serv- 
ices that we forget what a little 
gratitude would do for the one 
who provides the benefit or serv- 
ice. In such a case, our pre-occupa- 
tion becomes a selfishness, an in- 
gratitude. Perhaps we excuse our- 
selves on the'basis that we have 
“paid” for the service and thereby 
have no obligation to render a 
simple “thank you.” But what an 
empty life it would be if all our 
relationships to those around us 
were based entirely on the ex- 
change of money for commodities 
or for services received. I doubt 
if any kind of labor—common, 
domestic, or professional—would 
be worth the effort if the only 
payment ever rendered were cold 
cash, without ever a word of 
praise or gratitude. We all need 
the response of other human be- 
ings to make work profitable and 
happy. 

Who, would be blessed by a word 
of thankfulness from you today? 
Your husband, perhaps, who gives 
of his love and time to make you 
happy? Does your pastor need a 
“thank you” for his faithfulness 


“Thank You" 
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in preaching the Word? Are there- 


friends and neighbors whose kind- 
nesses you have begun to take for 
granted? Are your children learn- 
ing from you the habit of being 
grateful? 

You no doubt remember how 
grieved the dear-Lord Jesus was 
when only one of the ten lepers 
whom He had healed thought to 
give thanks (Luke 17:12-19). 
Then how pleased He must be to 
find His own children with thank- 
ful, loving hearts! Let’s remem- 
ber to say “thank you!”

illusioned with the New Evan- 
gelical teaching at Denver Semin- 
ary. They also felt the CBFMS 
and CBHMS worked very’ closely 
with the Denver Seminary and 
were accepting a large number 
of graduates of this school. As a 
result of this impression and the 
growing contention in Colorado 
over the Seminary, the State 
Council of Colorado CBA request- 
ed the Conservative Baptist Fel- 
lowship to investigate the possi- 
bilities of starting a new mission 
society not connected in any way 
with Denver Seminary and com- 
mitted to a strong separatist posi- 
tion. 

The growing dissatisfaction with 
the existing mission societies was 
expressed publicly by Dr. Monroe 
Parker, president of Pillsbury 
Conservative Baptist Bible Col- 
lege in Owatonna, Minnesota. Dr. 
Parker in his September 1961 bul- 
letin says, “ . Most of us have 
come out of other Associations or 
Conventions because we see the 
folly of an inclusive policy. When 
our mission societies are controlled 
by men friendly to New Evan- 
gelicalism or are themselves New 
Evangelicals, and when year after 
year this trend away from the 
principles set forth in the C.B.A. 
Constitution continues, it is high 
time that those who believe in 
those principles do something 
about it. 


“I am not pleased when I hear 
the propaganda that local Baptist 
churches cannot be started in 
Mexico and that we must settle 
for a literature program there— 
translating and distributing books 
by Billy Graham and other New 
Evangelicals.” 

Since there are 100 missionary 
volunteers at Pillsbury, Dr. Parker 
was not content to go along with 
things as they were. The newly 
announced Mission Society is the 
result of the Colorado request 
and other dissatisfaction like that 
expressed by Dr. Parker. 


Opposition to New Society 
The leaders of the two existing 


CBHMS are vigorously opposed to 
the formation of the new mission 
society. The new mission organ- 
ization has been called “devisive” 
and attempts are being made to 
scuttle it. 


In the Midwest regional meeting 
a resolution to express disapproval 
of any new CBA mission society 
was soundly defeated. In both the 
Eastern and Western § regional! 
meetings a similar resolution was 
decisively passed. 

All of this is a strange kind 
of political chicanery for the exist- 
ing mission society leadership to 
be engaged in. Only a few years 
ago they were the very ones in- 
sisting on the right of their very 
organizations to exist within the 
framework of the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention (now American 
Baptist Convention). This is the 
only thing the new mission society 
is planning. 

One of the questions being raised 
is what will happen to the mission- 
aries now on the field under the 
existing Conservative Baptist so- 
cieties? Leaders in the organiza- 
tion of the new society insist that 
their churches will continue to 
support the missionaries they are 
now supporting as long as these 
missionaries do the job on the 
field which the churches expect. 
Dr. Richard V. Clearwaters in his 
church bulletin says, “It is not to 
be a competitive society but one 
in the Conservative Baptist move- 
ment that will complement the 
present CB mission societies.” He 
has given assurance that his 
church has no/ plaris to sever rela- 
tionships with missionaries now 
being supported. 

There will probably be a gradual 
reshuffling and realignment of 
missionary support with the for- 
mation of the new mission society. 
We trust that this new society will 
help to make the Conservative 
Baptist movement even more mis- 
sionary than now and we pray 
that God will supply them with 
missionaries of vision and soul 
winning power, and aggressively 


separatist in policy.

cared for the institution which, 
under His direction, has one hun- 
dred and seventeen schools with 
masters and mistresses, and other 
departments of which I have told 
you before. The difficulties in such 
an undertaking have been gigantic, 
but I read that “they that put 
their trust in the Lord shall not 
be ashamed.” Nearly twenty years 
ago a beloved brother from Ameri- 
ca came to see me, and he expect- 
ed to find me an old man helpless 
and decrepit, bowed down with 
burdens, and he wondered I did 
not look old. “How is this” he 
said, “that you keep so young un- 
der such a load as you are carry- 
ing?” 

“My dear brother,” I said, “I 
have always rolled the burden on 
the Lord. I do not carry one- 
hundredth part of it. The burden 
comes to me, and I roll it back to 
Him.” I do not carry the burden. 
And now, in my seventy-sixth 
year, I have physical strength and 
mental vigour as great as when I 
Was a young man in the Universi- 


- ty, studying and preparing Latin 
- orations. I am just as vigorous as 
at that time. 


How comes this? Because in the 
last half-century of labour I’ve 
been able, with the simplicity of a 
little child, to rely upon God. I 
have had my trials, but I have laid 
hold on God, and so it has come 
that I have been sustained. It is 
mot only permission, but positive 
command that He giwes us to cast 
the burden wpon Him. Oh, let us 
do it, my beloved brothers and sis- 
ters in Christ. “Cast thy burden 
upon the Lord, and he shall sustain 
thee.” Day by day I do it. This 
morning again sixty matters in 
connection with the church, of 
which I am pastor, I brought be- 
fore the Lord, and thus it is day 
by day, and year by year; ten 
years, twenty years, thirty years, 
forty years. And now, my beloved 
brothers and sisters, come with 
your burdens, the burdens of your 
business, your profession, your 
trials and difficulties, and you will 
find help.—George Meuller, from 
Gathered Gems.

Pity the Poor Pupils 

Robert Lowenstein was. dis- 
missed from his position as a pub- 
lic schoo] teacher at Newark, New 
Jersey, six years ago for invoking 
the Fifth Amendment when asked 
about Communist affiliations be- 
fore a House Un-American Activi- 
ties subcommittee. The New Jer- 
sey Supreme Court. ordered an- 
other hearing for him on the 
ground that a teacher could be 
fired only if he was unfit to teach. 

Edward F. Kennelly, Newark’s 
school superintendent, questioned 
him and he denied present Com- 
munist affiliations but refused to 
discuss anything before 1953. So 
Lowenstein was fired the second 
time. 

Once again the court came to 
his rescue and ordered another 
hearing, saying that he could be 
dismissed for present activities but 


Lowenstein again faced Kennelly 
and again refused to talk about 
events before 1953. In Kennelly’s 
judgment, this raised his doubts 
about his present fitness to teach 
and he was dismissed the third 
time. 


Then, for the third time, the 
New Jersey Supreme Court, in a 
four-to-three decision, ordered him 
re-instated as a Newark school 
teacher and the man is once again 
teaching the children. 

That is why I say, “Pity the poor 
pupils!” 

Our Constitution, with its glori- 
ous freedoms, was never meant to 
be interpreted in such a shoddy 
manner. Apparently the New Jer- 
sey Supreme Court feels that the 
“freedom” of the pupils can legiti- 
mately be sacrificed on the altar 
of “freedom” for the teacher!!

revival, and all the details of the 
plans, should be submitted to the 
Holy Spirit for His guidance; He 
should be the recognized chairman 
of every committee. 


8. The Holy Spirit must give 
power to the preaching and to the 
testimony. When Jesus gave to the 
disciples the Great Commission to 
go out and evangelize the world, 
He said, “Ye shall receive power 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you.” Paul, in writing to the 
church at Corinth, said, “I was 
with you in weakness and in fear 
and much trembling, and my 
speech and my preaching was not 
with enticing words of man’s wis- 
dom, but in demonstration of the 
Spirit and of power, that your 
faith should not stand in the wis- 
dom of men but in the power of 
God.” Again, in writing to the 
church in Thessalonica, “Our gos- 
pel came not unto you in word 
only, but also in power, and in 
the Holy Ghost, and in much as- 
surance.” Whoever does the 
preaching in the revival, whether 
it be the pastor or the evangelist, 
the whole dependence for results 
from the preaching must be upon 
the Holy Spirit. Whoever testifies, 
we must look to the Holy Spirit 
to give power to the testimony. 
Many a preacher of very small 
gifts has been mightily used of 
God because he and the people 
looked to the Holy Spirit, and 
many a man of naturally large 
gifts has accomplished nothing of 
real and permanent value because 
the dependence was upon him and 
not upon the Holy Ghost. 


4. The Holy Spirit must convict 
men of sin. Jesus said in promising 
the Holy Spirit to the disciples, 
“And he, when he is come, will 
reprove the world of sin.” A re- 
vival without conviction of sin, 
deep, pungent, overwhelming, is 
not a true revival. It is true that a 
great many may be converted and 
born again without the deep and 
overwhelming conviction of sin 
that_others have. They may come 
in as quietly as Lydia, whose 
heart the Lord opened, but when 
there is a deep and true work 


and overwhelming conviction of sin 
on the part of many. 


It was so on the day of Pente- 
cost; as Peter preached in the 
power of the Holy Ghost a loud 
cry went up from men who were 
pricked in their heart, “Men and 
brethren, what shall we do?” (Acts 
2:37): There has been similar 
conviction of sin at every genuine 
and lasting revival since. This is 
beginning to be so in the church 
today. From all directions come 
reports of deep comviction of sin. 
Now it is the work of the Holy 
Spirit to convict men of sin, and 
we must depend upon Him to do 
it. We must ask Him to do it. We 
must expect Him to do it. Nothing 
is more futile than to try to con- 
vict men of sin by any unaided 
powers of reasoning that we may 
possess. The natural heart is so 
blind, and especially so blind as to 
its own condition, that the super- 
natural grace of the Spirit is nec- 
essary te open the eyes of the 
soul to its real condition. But the 
Holy Spirit, where dependence is 
placed upon Him, is constantly ad- 
ministering His power to convict 
even the most careless of sin. 


5. The Holy Spirit must regen- 
erate, Revival is new life, and new 
life to the unsaved comes through 
regeneration, and it is the Holy 
Spirit’s work to regenerate. Men 
are saved not through works of 
righteousness which they them- 
selves have done, but according 
to God’s mercy, who saves us by 
the washing of regeneration and 
renewing of the Holy Spirit (Titus 
3:5). “Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God.” 
If there is to be a mighty revival 
in any church, ministers and peo- 
ple must look to the Holy Spirit 
to regenerate men. He can do it; 
He is doing it every day where 
dependence is placed upon Him. 
He is touching the hearts of men 
and women, seemingly almost be- 
yond the reach of the grace of 
God, and quickening and trans- 
forming them by His almighty 
power. Let us ask Him and expect 
Him to do it in‘our Own communi- 
ty. What He did in Saul of Tarsus 
in Damascus, He can do in many

6. The Holy Spirit must sanctify, 


consecrate and fill. A _ revival 


means not only life for those 
dead in trespasses and sins, but, 
furthermore, new life, life more 
abundant, for those who already 
have some life. Jt means complete 
surrender to God, a setting apart 
for God, a filling with God, for 
Christians; and all this is the 
Holy Spirit’s work. He is the 
sanctifier and the filler (I Pet. 
2; Eph. 5:18). Many are trying 
to cleanse and fill themselves. No! 
no! Look to the Spirit to do it 
for you and for others. 


II. How to Secure the Holy 
Spirit’s Work With Power 


We have seen how much de- 
pends in a revival on the Holy 
Spirit’s work, how, in fact, every- 
thing depends upon Him. Some 
one might think, then, that all 
we have to do is to sit down and 
wait for the Holy Spirit to work, 
but this is not so. The Holy Spirit 
is always willing and anxious to 
do His work if the proper condi- 
tions are supplied. It is true that 
the Holy Spirit, like the wind, 
bloweth where He willeth, but 
He always willeth to blow where 
He can consistently, that is, where 
certain conditions are supplied. 
What are these conditions, or, in 
other words, what must we do 
to secure the Holy Spirit’s work 
with power? 


1, First of all, we must recog- 
nize our need of Him. The Holy 
Spirit only works with power 
when men deeply realize their 
need of Him. In many a so-called 
revival men feel that they are 
themselves quite sufficient for the 
work in hand. They think that if 
they can only have the right plans, 
and the right machinery, and the 
right advertising, and the right 
sort of singing and preaching, the 
desired results will follow. For 
some years in our country, we 
have been trying these machine- 
made revivals, and the result is 
a sorry and sickening failure. We 
must feel our utter helplessness 
and dependence upon the Holy 
Ghost. Do we feel that today? 
Much that is said and written 
about the coming revival would 
seem to indicate that we do not. 


2. In the next place, we must 
take our eyes off men. If we get 
our eyes on any man, or any 
company of men, the Holy Ghost 
cannot work. God tells us that 
He has chosen the foolish things 
of the world to confound the 
wise, and the weak things of the 
world to confound the things that 
are mighty, and the base things 
of the world, and things which 
are despised, and things which are 
not, to bring to naught things that 
are. Then God tells us why He 
has chosen the foolish things; in 


4 order that no flesh should glory 


in His presence (I Cor. 1:27-29). 
God will not give His glory to an- 
other, and if we get our eyes fixed 
on any man, God will withhold 
His power and blessing. “Men of 
low degree are vanity, and men 
of high degree are a lie: to be 
laid in the balance, they are al- 
together lighter than vanity” 
(Ps. 62:9). Power belongs unto 
God and to Him alone, and if our 
dependence is upon men of low 
degree or men of high degree, the 
almighty power of God will not be 
manifested. 

If we wish the Holy Spirit to 
do His glorious work, we must keep 
our eyes fixed Upon Him, and Him 
alone. 


8. We must surrender absolute- 
ly to the Holy Spirit’s control. We 
have already said that He must 
control everything, but we on our 
part must gladly recognize His 
right to control, and submit whole- 
heartedly to it. God gives the 
Holy Spirit to them that obey 
Him (Acts 5:32). If we would 
see a mighty work of God’s grace, 
the deepest longing of our hearts 
should be that in all our meet- 
ings everything about them should 
be surrendered absolutely to the 
control of the Holy Spirit. Then 
shall we see great things. 


4. We must pray. If there is 
anything absolutely clear in the 
Word of God, in Christian his- 
tory and in individual experience, 
it is that the Holy Spirit is given 
in His fullness in answer to 
definite prayer (Luke 11:13). The 
Holy Spirit was given at Pente- 
cost after a ten-days’ prayer 
meeting; and if He is to come in 


mighty power in these days, there 


must be much private and much 
united prayer. 


5. We must furnish someone 
for the Spirit to work through, and 
something for the Spirit to use. 

(1). The Holy Spirit works 
through men. When Cornelius was 
to be converted, and there was to 
be a revival in Caesarea, the Holy 
Spirit did not go directly to Cor- 
nelius; He sent Peter, and Peter 
presented himself as an agent for 
the Holy Spirit’s power. So must 
we do. The Holy Spirit convicts 
men, but He _ convicts them 
through us. In speaking to His 
disciples, Jesus said, “It is xpem |. 
ent for you that I go away: for 
if I go not away, the Comforter 
will not come unto you; but if I 
depart, I will send him unto you. 
And when he is come [that is, 
come unto you], he will reprove 
the world of sin.” So it is evident 
that the Holy Spirit who convicts 
the world does it through the 
believer. He comes to the believer 
and convicts the world through 
him. Will we now present our- 
selves to the Holy Spirit as the 
agent through whom He may do 
His glorious work any way He 
chooses? It may be in invitation 


‘ . . . . 
work, in tract distribution, in per- 
sonal work, in singing, in preach- 
ing, In any way He will. There 


is a great revival coming. The 
Holy Spirit wants agents for this 
work. How many of us are willing 
to be His agents, absolutely at 
His disposal? 

(2). The Holy Spirit not only 
works through men, but He works 
through a certain instrumentality, 
that is, the Word of God (Eph. 
6:17). If the Holy Spirit is to 
work mightily, we must get the 
Word of God into our heads and 
into our hearts and upon our lips. 
On the day of Pentecost, the Word 
of God which Peter had been 
storing in his heart for years, got

vival followed. In Acts 6:4 Peter 
and the rest of the disciples de- 
cided to give themselves to prayer 
and the ministry of the Word. 
What the result was we read in 
verse seven, “The Word of God 
increased and the number of dis- 
ciples multiplied in Jerusalem 
greatly, and a great number of 
priests were obedient to the faith.” 

When any church can  0be 
brought to the place where they 
will recognize their need of the 
Holy Spirit, and take their eyes 
off from all men, and surrender 
absolutely to the Holy Spirit’s 
control, and give themselves to 
much prayer for His outpouring, 
and present themselves as His 
agents, having stored the Word 
of God in their heads and hearts, 
and then look to the Holy Spirit 
to give it power as it falls from 
their lips, a mighty revival in the 
power of the Holy Ghost is in- 


evitable.

“Blessed is the man that walketh 
not in the counsel of the ungodly, 
nor standeth in the way of sinners, 
nor sitteth in the seat of the scorn- 
ful.” There is the “not,” the nega- 
tive word. “But his delight is in 
the law of the Lord; and in his 
law doth he meditate day and 


night,” says the Word of God. Posi- 


tive and negative. Then the Scrip- 
ture continues in that first Psalm, 
“The ungodly are not so: but are 
like the chaff which the wind 
driveth away. Therefore the un- 
godly shall not stand in the judg- 
ment, nor sinners in the congrega- 
tion of the righteous. For the Lord 
knoweth the way of the righteous: 
but the way of the ungodly shall 
perish.” 

You see, there is a choice. Every 
man has a choice. It is very plainly 
presented throughout the Bible. 
You obey God, or you rebel against 
Him. You trust Jesus Christ, or 
you go on in your sin. The one 
man avoids the counsel of the un- 
godly and meditates day and night 
in the Word of God. You see, God 
holds up everywhere the dual 
choice, the double choice. Will you 
be bad, or good? Will you love sin, 
or will you love righteousness? 
Will you choose God, or will you 
choose evil? Everybody has. to 
choose. 


Believe and Be Saved: 
Believe Not and Be 
Condemned 


In the second place, notice that 
the matter of salvation is always 
offered on this basis. One trusts 
Christ and one is saved. One re- 
jects Him and one is damned. 
John 3:16 says, “For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” Not 
perish, but have everlasting life. 
In John 3:18 we read, “He that 
believeth on him is not condemn- 
ed: but he that believeth not is 
condemned already, because he 
hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God.” 
Again the same double plan. You 
can accept Him or reject Him. 
You can be saved or be lost, as in 
John 3:36, “He that believeth on 
the Son hath everlasting life: and 
he that believeth not the Son shall 
mot see life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him.”’ How plain in the 
Bible! 

Jesus tells in Matthew 25 that 
when He shall come again, “. . 
before him shall be gathered all 
nations: and he shall separate 
them one from another, as a shep- 
herd divideth his sheep from the 
goats: . .. Then shall the King 
say unto them on his right hand, 
Come, ye blessed of my Father, 
inherit the kingdom prepared for 
you from the foundation of the 
world . . . Then shall he say also 
unto them on the left hand, Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into everlast- 
ing fire, prepared for the devil and 
his angels.” 

There is the saved and the lost, 
and that is everywhere held up 
in the Bible—the saved or the 
lost. In the thirteenth chapter of 
Matthew there is a parable of the 
sower. Some seed fell on the way- 
side and some fell on the stones. 
These represent lost people — 
the way they reacted. The other 
fell among thorns and did not 
bring fruit to perfection. Some fell 
on good ground and brought forth 
thirty, or sixty, or an hundredfold. 
Saved or lost. God preaches both 
of them all the way through the 
Bible. 

In that same thirteenth chapter 
of Matthew there are two great 
forces illustrated in the parable of 
the tare. There is the good seed, 
the children of the kingdom, and 
the tares are the children of the 
wicked one. There is going to come 
a great separation between them, 
God says. One of these days at the 
harvest God will “send forth his 
angels, and they shall gather out 
of his kingdom all things that of- 
fend, and them which do iniquity; 
And shall cast them into a furnace 


You can have salvation, or you 
can have damnation. The Scripture 
says in Matthew, chapter 13, that 
the kingdom of heaven is like unto 
a net, that was cast into the sea, 
and. brought in fish. And the good 
fish he cast into vessels, but he 
cast the bad away. He says that 
God will send His angels and put 
the wicked into a furnace of fire, 
but He will have the saved in His 
kingdom, 


Not by Works But by Grace 


We come to the plan of salva- 
tion and notice that it is “not by 
works of righteousness which we 
have done, but according to his 
mercy he saved us, by the washing 
of regeneration, and renewing of 
the Holy Ghost,” as we learn 
in Titus 3:5. Not one way, but 
the other way. Not the negative, 
but the positive. That is, God ex- 
presses both the negative and the 
positive, both sides of the same 
truth. He says the same in Ephe- 
sians 2:7, 8, “For by grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves ...” By grace, not 
of yourselves. And He said through 
faith, not of yourselves, It is the 
gift of God, “not of works, lest any 
man should boast.” You see, it is 
by grace; it is not of yourself. It 
is not by works, but it is by grace, 
by faith. So the Scripture always 
holds up both sides. We ought to 
do it the same way. 


In I Peter 1:18, 19, the Scrip- 


ture says, “Forasmuch as ye know 
that ye were not redeemed: with 
corruptible things, as silver and 
gold .. . but with the precious 
blood of Christ.” Not this, but 
that, the Bible says. 


Years ago at a great meeting 
of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion the question came up, “Shall 
we say plainly that we believe in 
direct creation by the act of God 
and not by evolution?” Somebody 
said, “Why shoflld we put in there 
‘not by evolution’? Why not just 
note the positive side and say 
‘created by the act of God’?” But 
if you follow the Bible pattern you 
will need to say, “not this, but 
that.” So they so put it in the 
great resolution that was passed 
at that time. It has to be “not 
this, but that,” if you follow the 
Bible pattern, and so “. . . not re- 
deemed with corruptible things, as 
silver and gold .. . but with the 
precious blood of Christ.” 


Two Births, Two Adams, 
Two Resurrections 


So it is in John 1:13. After the 
Scripture says “. .. as Many as 
received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his 
name,” it then says, “Which were 
born, not of blood, nor of the will 
of the flesh, nor of the will of man, 
but of God.” Born not of man, nor 
of our human blood, but of God. 
So we need to express both nega- 
tive and positive. 


You see, we have the same thing 
with Nicodemus implied in the 
third chapter of John. “That which 
is born of the flesh is flesh; and 


that which is born of the Spirit is 
spirit . . . Ye must be born again.” 
You have the -first part of. the 
verse and the second part of the 
verse. All of the first of the verse 
tends toward damnation; all of the 
second part of the verse, thank 
God, tends to eternal life. 


That is the way we have it as 
contrasted with Adam as the first 
Adam and Christ the second 
Adam. “For as in Adam all die, 
even so in Christ shall all be made 
alive,” we learn in I Cor#fffifans 
15:22. We have this double mes- 
sage. 

And so when it comes to the 
resurrection, the Scripture says in 
Daniel 12: 2, “And many of them 
that sleep in the dust of the earth 
shall awake, some to everlasting 
life, and some to shame and ever- 
lasting contempt.” A double resur- 
rection. And Jesus, talking about 
it also in the New Testament in 
John, says a resurrection to sal- 
vation and a resurrection to dam- 
nation. In Revelation, chapter 20, 
the Scripture says, “I saw the 
dead,” and John goes on to say, 
“I saw the souls of them that 
were beheaded for the witness of 
Jesus and they lived and 
reigned with Christ a Ahousand 
yee:s.” But he said, “. . . the rest 
of the dead lived not again until 
the thousand years were finished. 
This is the first resurrection ... 
Blessed and holy is he that hath 
part in the first resurrection.” 
There are two resurrections—one 
resurrection to damnation of the 
unsaved, but there is the first 
resurrection which is the resurrec- 
tion to salvation of those who are

redeemed by the blood of Jesus 
Christ. 
Everywhere we have this double 
teaching throughout the Bible. A 
cannot have a magnet with- 
out a negative pole and a positive 
pole.

You 
cannot have the whole Gospel of 
Christ, you cannot have the whole 
truth of God unless you preach 
both of them— God’s judgment on 
sin and God’s offer of salvation 
from sin. Thank God for this truth. 
Now hear it again. “The fear of 
the Lord is to hate evil.” In Jesus’ 
name, take sides for God and 
against sin today.
